Intention of Armenians to Force the 
Powers to Interfere in Their 
Behalf. 

London, Oct, 3. — Many important mes- 
sages havo boon received at the British 
foreign offioo from Sir Phillip Currle, British 
ambassador at Constantinople. The ap- 
pointment of Kiamil Pasha »b Grand Vizier, 
recently announced, is regarded at tho for- 
eign office as a happy circumstance. He has 
tho reputation of being ono of tho moat 
broad minded and onlightenod statesmen of 
tho Ottoman ompiro, and ia looked upon aB 
tho right man in tho right placo. Tho be- 
lief prevails In official circles that tho riot- 
ing in Constantinople was deliberately 
planned in order to bring about direct in- 
terference upon tho part of Great Britain, 
Franco und Russia in the administration of 
Armenia. Tho Introduction of the religious 
element makes the situation more grave, 
although the primary caueo of tho outbroak 
ia Bald to be tho long delaya in the nego- 
tioiiB botween the Powers and tho Porto 
in the question of reform in Armenia. 

Constantinople, Oct, 3. — O^iag to the 
critiaal situation the envoys of the Powers 
mot at tho Auatrlan embassy hero to-day, 
and the Gorman gunboat was ordered to re- 
main at tho disposal of the ombaasy. It ia 
known definitely that at leaat five Armen- 
ians were killed after they were arreBtod on 
Monday, and this has caueed great constern- 
ation. Regarding the death of tho Turklah 
Major Serviot Bey, witneesoa of the affair 
affirm that the Armonians did not uso their 
revolvers until he had ordored the polloo to 
open fire upon them. According to police 
reports only 20 persons wero killed and SO 
wounded during tho rioting of Monday, bat 
relinblo estimates placo the number of killed 
at ovor 200. News was rocoived hero dur- 
ing tho day from Damascus which etill fur- 
ther incroaaos tho gravity of the situation. 
Tho French consul at that place has been 
attacked by a mob and pelted with mud. 
Tho French ombaasy has complained to the 
Porto, and demanded prompt redreaa. 

There was a third slight earthquake shook 
hero yesterday which with the rioting and 
bloodshed, tho imprisonment of about 500 
Armenians, tho killing of prieonora in cold 
blood, and the preeence of troopa under 
arms at all points was woll calculated to ex- 
cite even the most phlegmatic Turk, On 
Tuesday the principal rioting was the work 
of the SoltaB, Mahommedan theological 
students, who chased and boat with bind- 
georis every Armonian they met. During 
Tueaday night a mob of Softaa and Turks 
attacked tho honee of the leading Armenian, 
KasTm PaBba, storming the building, threat- 
oning its destruction and killing aevoral por- 
aona who were onablo to escape. (This mob 
alao aaoked a oafe frequented by 
Armonians, where twenty oi these un- 
fortunate people wore found and beaten 
to death with bludgeons. To tho dis- 
grace of the authorities, nob a Bingle 
policeman appeared, and no attempt was 
made to save the Armenians, Many sought 
refuge in churches, where they wero earn- 
estly addressed by the clergy, who enjoined 
them to be calm, and to glvo the Turks no 
further opportunities of attacking them. 
Tho Armenian churches are now watched 
by tho police, but tho greatest uneasiness 
prevails among other religious denomina- 
tiona. 

Tho Armeniana have tho sympathy of 
foreigners here, but the fact that they were 
armed, in aplte of their pacific announce- 
monta, la condomnod by their beat frionda. 
That tho Armenians contemplated euoh an 
attempt to call attention to their grievances 
has been known for a long time piat. On 
tho other hand partlzina of tho Arrr.onlniiB 
aaaort that the party only armed themaelvos 
in order to defend their lives againBt the 
Turks. The authorities have Btationed 
troopa and police at every threatened point, 
and it ia aaRerted thia morning that there is 
no further danger. 

LONDON, Oct. 3 — The TimoB thia morn- 
commenting upon tho Armenian riots at 
Couatantinople, sayB : " The situation is 
ovidently grave despite the Turkish explan- 
ation. Tho Sultan must rocognizs that it 
ia only by oomplylng with the advice of tho 
Powora that he can hopo to avoid a repeti- 
tion of ouch Bccnes perilous alike to himself 
and tho empire." 

The Nowb, the organ of tho Liberal party, 
aaya : " Had the memorial boon quietly re- 
ooivod the crowd would undoubtedly bb 
quiotly disperaed. But for tho Turkish 
authorities, the opportunity for'ahedding 
blood was too good to bo loat. It la but too 
plain that the TurkB can nover be trnatod to 
govern tho Christian raccB, oapocially the 
Armeniana." 

Tho Standard, tho Conaorvativo organ 
in an oditorial on the eubjoct, Bay8 : "The 
ovidonco in tho whole affair polnta to tho 
ooncluaion that it waa a etudioualy devised 
plot on the part of Armenian agitators to 
provoke reprisals."

His grandmobher witnessed 
the burning, which had boon threatened if 
he did not stop stoallng.

F. and J, Gait, of Winnipeg, wss burned 
down, A boy who gave the alarm statoa 
that he aaw a man coming away from the 
building before the fire broke out.

Mrs. Gladstone on the Inaction of the 
Government on Armenian 
Matters. 

London, Oot. 3. — Considerable anxioty ia 
beginning to be felt in scientific olroloa re- 
garding Dr. Donaldaon Smith's African ex- 
pedition, newa of which 1b long overdue. 
According to the lateBt advicoB, Dr. Smith, 
who comos from Philadelphia, has boon 
Btoppod by tho Abyssinian army nnd it ia 
foared had to retrace his steps and gono in a 
southerly direction. He may have thui got 
bohind tho district whore tho British are 
now fighting Mbaruk a Mwoli, on tho Brit 
iah EaBb African coast, and havo been caught 
by tho natives. It io hoped, however, that 
whon ho hoard of tho fighting, Ur. Smith 
made a dotcur, in which he would be heard 
from in tho neighborhood of Lake Tangan- 
ylkl or along the Gorman or English lake 
routoa. 

The passage of tho civil marriage law haa 
led to disturbance at Treztena Turdoaain, 
Hungary. The registrars wero ojected by a 
mob and their books wero torn up. A priest 
who incited tho populace to violence waa 
arrostod, 

A column of troops, formed by soldiers 
from tho Barcelona battalion, has had a 
skirmlah with tho inaurgenta in the Reme- 
dies dlatrictof Santa Clara. The inaurgenta 
loat five killod. On the aide of the troopa a 
guerilla captain and one soldier wore wound- 
ed. Several other light, engagements huve 
taken place in which the inaurgenta retired 
after a few exohanges. 

A woman juat released from the Woking 
prieon, who ahared a cell lu that institution 
with Mrs, Maybrlck, aaya that the adjudged 
murderess continues to declare that Bhe is 
innocent of tho killing of her husband, for 
which she is serving a lifo sontence. The 
woman Bays that Mrs. Maybrick admitted 
to her that her conduct had been India- 
creet, her illicit relations with tho man 
Brierly furnishing a seeming motive, 
for getting hor huBband out of tho way ; but 
ahe stoutly maintained her innocence of any 
act in connection with his death. Two years 
ago, the woman Bays, Mrs. Maybriok hi- 
camo seriously 111 and finally confessed that 
she had cut heraelf internally with broken 
glass, She had nob intended to commib 
suicide, however, but had injured hersolf 
solely with the object of attracting atten- 
tion to heraolf and exciting sympathy. 

Mrs. Wm, E. Gladstone in opening a ba- 
zaar in aid of the Armenian fund yesterday, 
said : " No words of mino are necessary 
to commend to' you tho frightful need of 
help. Thank God you are fully aware of 
the horrible details and I plead to you, in 
behalf of the poor Armeniana, to help to 
allay their Bufferings We cannot, as my 
huBband Bays, dictate to the government aa 
to the time, but the whole country awaits 
with the greatest anxiety tho arrival at some 
effectual agreement which is properly guar- 
anteed," 

The Daily Newb aaya Mra. Gladatone'a 
plea, " that the feeling of the country to- 
wards the Armenians is still nnchanged, is 
Bhown by the generous resolutions of the 
congregational council yesterday, and the 
renewed demands for redreBS expressed by 
Mra. Gladstone in her husband's name." 

The news of the loss of tho Spanish 
cruieor Crlatobal Colon, off tho weatern ooaab 
of Cuba, caused a profound sensation in 
Madrid Offioial news confirms the story of 
the total loss of the vcbboI. The Spanish 
minister of marine, Admiral Boranger, has 
ordered a caroful inquiry inco the disaster, 
and that all roportB on the case be forwarded 
to Spain as soon as possible. A rumor that 
tho cruleer was sunk by ageDts of the in- 
BurgentB is clasaod as being obsurd. aa every- 
thing tonds to show that tho Chrietobal 
Colon waB driven ashore at night during 
heavy weather, and abandoned next morn- 
ine by hor commander. 

TremendouB excitement prevaila at Con- 
atantinoplo. The- police havo made ovor 
500 arreBta in counoction with tho recent 
noting uf the Aruieniun8. The government 
ia greatly alarmed and tho troopa are kept 
undor arms, as further outbroakB are foared. 
Owing to the serious state of affiirs, tho 
dinner which waa to be givon to night at 
the palace in honor of Prince Albert, of 
Schloswig Holstoln, has been countermanded 
and tho French warship Petrol has post- 
poned her departure. 

Tho Empire thoatro has been granted an 
unconditional licenBo. Mrs. Ormlston 
Chant, the noted reformer, who was ox- 
pectod to repeat her successful opposition of 
laat year to tho licensing of this place of en- 
tertainment, waa not present at tho mooting 
of the licensing committee. 

Tho inoreao of coin and bullion in the 
Bink of England this weok la entirely duo 
to caah going into circulation as usual ab tho 
end of tho quarter, tho gold imported for 
this woek boing only £6110 000. Tho do- 
taila aro as follows : £174,000 in bars 
bought ; £43,000 In U.S. coin ; £50,000 from 
Australia ; £300,000 to Egypt ; £10,000 to 
tho continent and £34,000 in Spanish con- 
sols. Germany is buying gold hore to-day 
although tho exchange in London ia higher.

3, — The Euchartatio 
congresacif tho Catholic church completed 
its sessions to night with a procession led by 
Cardinal Gibbons, and inoludod most of the 
arohbiahopa, blahope and dignitaries of the 
Amorican hlorarohy, through tho Catholio 
university grounds to the stops of tho Me- 
Mahon hall, whore the Cardinal pronounced 
the benediction. It was an Impressive 
demonstration bringing co a olose bhe moat 
notoble gathering of the clorgy in the his- 
tory of the church in the United States.

VANCOUVER 

Vancouver, Oct. ;i. — A firm recently 
naked fur a bonuB from the city as an on- 
couragomont to start a smelter here. Sub- 
sequently Mr. Pellew-Harvey requested the 
oouncil to delay action until ho could lay a 
proposition beforo them. The wealthy 
Welsh syndicate of capitalists, who are 
represented by Mr. Pollew-Hatvey, contem- 
plated erecting a smoltor here without re 
gard to a bonus, by their representative 
argued that if a bonus sua being offered all 
should faro alike in tendoring.

The Grand lodge I O.G.T. held their first 
mooting in the province twonty years ago.

In 
September, 1894, rain fell only upon 1G 
days but the total rainfall amounted to some 
two inches more than In 1895, being 7.532 
inches.

Tho first 
fresh snow was observed on the hills to tho 
north cn the morning of the 19th.

A contract is to bo lot for sinking thirty 
feot further on tho Phoenix,

The crosscut on tho 100 level in tho 
Nickel Plate will havo to bo run about fifty 
feet further beforo striking the main lodgo.

GENERAL MINING NEWS. 

Capital Looking After Copper Mines— (juick* 
Silver Mining at Sttvouti— Texadii 
Miues Bonded. 

Vanccuver, Oct. 3. — (Special) — A gen- 
tleman directly interested in tho mining of 
tho province, made tho following goneral 
statements to your correspondent : The re- 
sults of tho large waBhupa of thepresont sea- 
eon in connection with the Cariboo and 
Horsefly hydraulic gold mine companies of 
CaribDo, in whioh Montroal capital is large- 
ly intorostod, ure oxpeoted to bo made known 
about the middlo of tho month. A very en- 
couraging return is understood to bo confi- 
dently oxpootod by tho Vancouver represen- 
tatives of tho companies concerned. Placer 
mining in Cariboo has, however, as was pre- 
dicted by exports, proved this season rather 
disappointing, and few of tho advonturors 
engagod thorein havo returned with more 
than moderate wages as a result of the gold 
gotten. Tho Cariboo gold deposits in tho 
districts at prosent prospected are emphati- 
cally such as can in general only lu profit- 
ably worked by hjdraulicing. 

Tho quicksilver deposits at Savona, noar 
Kamloops, aro being successfully operated, 
retorting having already begun. x\bout 250 
ilaBks of the usual Btandard slzo havo been 
tilled, and It is certain that the quiokBilvor 
thus produced will find very ready and pro- 
fitable salo in tho gold mining districts of 
tho province. 

Gold claims on Texada Island havo boon 
bonded by Messrs. Turner and Woodruffe, 
of Seattle and Chicago respectively, who 
represent a strong syndicate of American 
capitalists. They are now visiting tho 
olaims In company with the owners therein 
interested. Mr. Woodruffs, when Inter- 
viewed on tho Bubject, deolared himself con- 
fident of making an excellent deal and as- 
sorted that tho greatost mining boom ever 
seon will, in his opinion, visit this continent 
in the near future. 

A confident belief prevails throughout 
British Columbia mining circles that the 
provinoe is on the eve of a very great de- 
velopment of its varied mineral resources. 
Your correspondent is aware in particular, 
though he is not authorized at present to re- 
veal names and details, that a representa- 
tive of the largest copper interest In South 
Wales Is now on a business visit to the gold 
and copper bearing fields of West Kootenay, 
accompanied by one of the most noted 
metallurglBta in tho province, who has re- 
ceived for his services an exceptionally 
large foe. Tho actual intention of the in- 
vestigator is naturally kept, as far as possi- 
ble, undisclosed, but viewed in connection 
with the recent rise in tho valuo of copper 
caused by the rapid Increase in demand for 
that metal, it Is fairly to b ; assumed that a 
very considerable investment of British cap- 
ital is likely to reeult from the vleit should 
inquiries on the spot prove as favorable as 
expected. The aasayor In question spoaks, 
It may be added, very confidently of coming 
large developments in copper smelting, 
which probably point to one objeot of the 
visit. 

The aotion of the C.P.R. in spending 
$150,000 on the contract just let for a short 
branch between Rovelatoko ond Arrow 
Lake, further attests tho importance of the 
developments now taking placo in all parts 
of WoBt Kootenay. 

The Trail Creek district is still more than 
upholding its reputation as a groat gold and 
copper oro producer, land with a view to 
operations on tho spot advertisements aro 
out calling for tenders for the supply of 
tho brick, atone, lumber and cordwood ne- 
cessary for putting up and working a smel- 
ter of 150 tons dally capacity. Timber limits 
conveniently near have also beon acquired 
from the provincial government by those 
interested in tho undertaking.

The Business the Target for More Uu 
reasonable Abuse Than Any 
Other. 



Principle of the Par Company's Mon- 
opoly Repugnant to American 
Ideas, 



(From the Post-In tolligoncor.) 

The business of pelagic sealing, which pro- 
vides employment for a largo number of resi- 
dents of the state of Washington, and has 
also invested in it a very large amount of 
looal capital, has been the target for more 
unreasonable abuse, and has had fewer de- 
fenders than almost any legitimate industry 
in whioh men and capital ever engaged. The 
season is closed, but we may now expect ao 
tive work in congreflB on the subject 

Why the business of catching flsh in the 
open wators should be considered not only 
a legitimate pursuit, bub ono to be encour- 
aged in every possible manner, even by the 
payment of government bounties if need be, 
while the parallol, but more dangerous and 
physically laborioue pursuit tf hunting aoal 
in the open water should bo classed as 
" poaohlng " and noxo door to piracy, is 
hard to imagine. 

The truth is that the wholo agitation over 
the question of pelagic sealing was sys- 
tematically worked up in the interest of the 
lessees of the Pribiloif islands. Naturally a 
monopoly of the soaling catch is what they 
want, and the competition of the ptlagic 
Beaters interferes with that monopoly. Th, c 
compauy iB a strong one, its stockb aiders 
are closu to men prominent In government 
affairs, and by a judlcion,;, ayattm are "work- 
ing up " an artifuial public feeling against a 
legitimate Industry, the livelihood of as 
good a class of men as ever followed the sea. 

The distinction between the pelagio seal- 
era and the lesBoeB of the islands in the 
manner of making the oatoh is this : The 
true sealer has a small vessel, which he 
outfits with a crow of seamen and hunters, 
and aBklng no favors from anyone, puts 
out Into the open ocean to hunt for game. 
The seal aro hunted in their native ele- 
ment, found and captured there. Consid- 
ered merely uo a manly sport, pelagio seal- 
ing 1b entitled to rank as high as tha pursuit 
of any game in the world. Hardship there 
is to suffer, toilsome labor and Imminent 
peril of life, as the record of every season 
eadly discloses. The lessoeB of the Priblloff 
islandB, on the contrary, pursue purely 
slaughterhouse metnods. They havo the 
UBufruot of the brooding grounds to which 
the seal annually resorts for breeding pur- 
poses. There, in the breeding ground of 
the seal, the butchers of the fur oompany 
Burround a number of the animals, compara- 
tively helplesB on tlerra firma, club them to 
death and skin them. 

Notwithstanding all that has beon said 
and written as to the destructiveneBB of 
pelagio sealing, it is an open question 
whether the great herds have been seriously 
depleted by all the assaults made on them 
in the open waters of the ocean. It is ad- 
mitted that the herd is smaller, but it may 
well be questioned whether the practice of 
permitting the fur company to slaughter all 
tho young maleB of a certain age, whioh has 
been followed, has not had more to do with 
lessening the slza of the herd than anything 
else. 

The wholo principle of the fur company's 
monopoly is repugnant to American ideas. 
Fair play would prompt the opening of the 
sealing, as any other fishery, to all ottizenB 
of the country alike, in the open waters of 
the ocean alone. Proteotion of the rooker- 
ies — the breeding grounds is right. But it 
should not be the mookery of proteotion 
which permits certain favored individuals 
to use theso breeding grounds ad a slaughter 
house for the animals, while attempting to 
close the whole ocean to all other sealers. 




CUBAN INSURGENT DEFEAT. 

An Important Detachment Attacked by Gov- 
ernment Troops and Dispersed. 

Havana, Oct. 2 — Col. Slivaroros, of the 
Coria battalion, at the head of COO infantry 
and twenty oavalrymen, on Sunday last 
attacked a detachment of 200 insurgents 
who held a fortlfiold poaition situated in a 
forest near the Saratoga plantation in the 
vicinity of the Clfuentos. The in- 
surgents were cammauded by Bacallo, 
Tata and Cepero. The official report 
Bays that the enemy made a Bhort 
resistance to tho troops and then 
gave way and dispersed, loaving five dead 
within the positions from which they were 
driven. The government force alsooaptured 
thirteen saddled horses. Tho advance guard 
of thiB oolumu, under Lieut. Varola, foil 
into an ambush Bet by the inaurgents the 
next day with the result that two Boldiera 
were killed. Varelu'a detachment however 
rallied and led by tho Lieutenant attacked 
the insurgents and drove them from their 
positions, killing seven men. Tho insurg- 
ents were af cerwarda pursued by the cavalry, 
who captured all their horses and a quantity 
of Important material. 

THE U. S. 8. "BROOKLYN" 

Launched Krom Cramp's Ship Yard at a Cost 
of Nearly Three Millions. 

Fhilladrlphia, Pa.,Oot. 2.— The United 
States cruiser Brooklyn was launched from 
Cramp's ahip yard to-day. Miss Ida May 
Schieron, daughter of the mayor of the city 
from which tho vosaol takoa ita name, broke 
the traditional bottle of champagne on the 
cruiser's bow. The Brooklyn is regarded by 
naval oxports aB a marvel of tho art of 
marino architecture. She is olassed as a 
Bteel-armored cruiBer, having four eight bar- 
bette turrets, her oost, oxoIubIvo of arma- 
ment, baing $2,986,000 Tho prinoipal 
dimensions of the Brooklyn are : Length of 
load water line, 400 foet ; beam, 64 feot ; 
draught, normal, 24 feot ; displacement, 
normal, 9,271 tons ; indicated horaopowor, 
16.000; speed, 24 knots per hour; total 
capacity 1,753 tons.

OUR GAME LAWS. 

To the Editor :— There is very little 
duubc to any intelligent observer that our 
game laws, certainly as iar as regards Van- 
couver and adjacent islands, badly require 
alteration. Under the present rogime blue 
grouso are almost absolutely protected, 
Now, the few of them that have not gone 
intc the pines or disappeared, no one knows 
exaotly where, are so wild that it Is almost 
imposalblo to get within 100 yards of them. 
Surely the season should come in a month 
earlier for them, and leave tho Beason aa It 
is for willow grouse, pheasants, etc. A few 
aonvietionB would soon teach thoae to dis- 
criminate who pretended not to know the 
difference between blue and willow grouse. 

I now come to the root of the wholo of tho 
proaent shooting plague. Wore a modorato 
gun liceneo adopted for Vanoouver and ad- 
jacent Islands of say $10, a alight atop 
would be placod on the present indiscrimin- 
ate <juootlng ; Uvea would be Bafar and 
lands would be in hand to protect the game 
Interests of our islands. Au enormous 
amount of shooting goes on boforo the 
se.ison opens, and .for months before the 
1st of Ojtober top oan at any time get 
pheaeant or grouac in Victoria in almost 
any quantity you please. Suroly , this 
could bo put a stop to by our police with the 
exeroiae of very alight strategy under our 
present laws. If a special constable meots 
anyone on a road with a conacience guilty of 
hen pheasant, the guilty party has only to 
got ovor the fenoe or the boundary of the 
road, and the constable Ib powerless to 
search. Such should not bo the case. 
Owing to this hon pheasants are shot just 
as muoh as cocks. 

Over private proporty some of tho orowd 
of hunters now oare little what damago thoy 
inflict, and it is utterly Impossible to at- 
tempt keeping them off. Notioea are only 
shot at or torn down. On wild land little if 
any damage Ib done ; but hunters profcr 
going through root crops, Indian corn, etc., 
to which a great deal of damage Is done. A 
number of farmers to whom I hive spoken 
say that unless something is done to remedy 
tho present evil thoy will poison every 
phoasun- on their placos, and lay poison for 
every dog that ooonoB oa their properly. 
The act they admit would be their very 
last resource to protect their lt'vn Btock, 
orops and fowls, a large number oi which 
were shot last year by sportsmen. 

Yesterday morning several mon were seen 
leaving a garden through which they had 
been ehooting with their bagB loadod with 
corn. Others, when asked to leavo, only 
laughed at the party making the request, re- 
fused to give their names and with their 
dogs continued to do all the damago possi- 
ble by tramping and robramping ground and 
crops already tramped over many times that 
morning. This Is but a small sample of 
what property holders are subject to at 
present, which state of things would be very 
different were a gun license enforced ; well 
paid constables looking after our game and 
enforcing our game laws. The trespass act 
should ho so amended that anyone and every- 
one could be aearohed on private property. 
The gun license should not I think apply to 
farmers (hooting on their own landB.

SIR JOHN MISREPRESENTED. 

An attempt ia being made to create the 
impreaaion that Sir John Macdonaid was 
nob a protectieniat by conviotion, that tho 
National Policy was forced upon him by bis 
supporters, and that he adopted lb aa a mat- 
tor of expediency. The evidence in favor 
of this theory ia supplied by Mr. Goldwin 
Smith, who, when the National Policy was 
eatablishod and afterwards, waa an intimate 
friend of Sir John. Certain con- 
versatlona whioh Dr. Smith had with 
the Conservative leader oaused him, 
he allegeB, to form thia opinion. 
These conversations took place seventeen 
years ago. There are very few whose mem- 
oriea are ao good that they can accurately 
repeat conversation seventeen years after 
they took place. Fortunately Sir John 
Macdonald's reputation for consiatenoy and 
sincerity does not dopond upon the tenacity 
of the memory of Mr. Goldwin Smith or 
any other friend who feela justified in re- 
peating what he believes waa aaid to him 
in the confidence of private intercourse. 
Years previous to 1878 Sir John Macdonaid 
exprjsaed himself as favorable to a policy of 
protection for this Dominion. In a 
speech which ho made In Montreal 
on November 21, 187b, ho aaid: — 
" Our policy in tho future will bo what it 
has bo5n in the past. We have always since 
1859, when Mr. (now Sir Alexander) Gait 
wa3 Finance Minister, announced our policy 
to be a protective policy, in the interest of 
our native industries, and acting upon tbab 
policy we have held that tho duties should 
be ao imposed as to provide Incidental pro- 
tection, and not to be ao excesaive aa to pro- 
hibit importations." 

Xte next year, in 1870, ho exproased a re- 
gret that the Liberal Government hud not 
revised the tariff in auch a way aa would 
"afford encouragement and protection to 
struggling manufactures and induatriea* aa 
well aB the agricultural productions of tho 
country.'' In 1S77 a resolution of a similar 
import was presontod by the Consorvativo 
opp isition to tho Houao of CommonB, So 
we sse that for throo yoara, at loaat, pre- 
vious to the introduction of tho National 
Policy in 187S, Sir John Macdonaid had 
expressed himself favorable to a policy of 
protection and had aho declared hia inten- 
tion, when hia party ahould como into 
power, to establish auch a policy. It waa 
to carry out this declaration, to fulfil 
this pledge, that Sir John Macdonaid, 
tho Leader of the Consorvativo party, movod 
hia famous National Policy reaolution in 
tho session of 1878. ThiB policy had not 
boon suddenly adopted as a political ex. 
pndiont. Modernto protection had for many 
years bren tho policy of tho Conservative 
party. In 187."' Sir John said that for six- 
teen years previous the Conservatives hud 
favorod that policy. 

It ia somewhat aingular thab Mr. Goldwin 
Smith in 1880, two years uftor tho intro- 
duction of the National Polioy, juatifiod its 
adoption in the Uyatandor, which he thon 
publiahod bb his own particular organ. In 
January 1SS0, commenting on the tariff, tho 
Byatandor said : 

After all, what producod tho deficit which 
thoso new duties of oura woro required to 
fill? What but Imperial uggrnndizomonb ? 
Knglund chooaea to havo a railroad to curry 
her troopa from Halifax to Quebec, and alio 
chooaca that unothor lino should bo run 
aoroaB the continent to take in British Col- 
umbia, a provinca sovored from Canada by 
tho most adamantine barrlora of Nature. 
The outlay op. thoso objects causes our ex- 
penditure to excaod our income, and tho 
taxes thua rendered necessary aro imposed 
by English ambition on Itself. 

In July of tho same your Mr. Smith UBed 
an argument in favor of tho National Polioy 
tariff that had beon adduced by its advocates 
in all parts of the Dominion. Ho said in 
July 1880 : 

" To allow Canada to bo made a Blaughtor 
markot was in any case impolitic and wrong j 
nor shall wo faro worse In uny future nego- 
tiation with the United Statos, because jus- 



tice has been done to our own induatriea in 
the meantime." 

In January, 1881, Mr. Goldwin Smith in 
bia Bystander defended the National Policy 
tariff manfully. He aaid : 

" But the tariff aa a whole haa fulfilled 
tho proper purpoae of all tariffs. It h»8 
raised tho requisite amount of revenue. 
The Oppoai'ioo cun assail it 6ucc«ssfully only 
by allowing that a revonuo sufficient to fill 
tho deficib could have been raiBod in a better 
way — and this not or,o of their speakers or 
organB, aB far as wo have seen, haa as yet 
attempted to do." 

If Mr. Smith waa not a protectionist when 
ho wrote in favor of tho protectioniflt tariff 
in 1 hia way all that wo can Bay ia that ho 
did work of which the moat ardent protec- 
tionist in tho country might be proud. Ia 
it possible that Sir John Maodonald'a Influ- 
ence over him was so great that ho became a 
proteotioniat for tho nonce ? Acoording 
to Mr. Smith, the statesman and tho 
philosopher in 1878 and succeeding years 
present a most intereating cueo for tho con- 
sideration of the student of psychology , for 
ho hua for his subjecb a Btateeman who is 
a froo trador by conviotion introducing a 
protectionist measure, and advocating and 
maintaining it in Parliament and in tho 
country. In thia work he ia ably assisted 
by a philosopher who is also a free trader, 
bub who exorcisea all hia powera of urgu- 
menb and porauuaion in the dofonce of hia 
friend's policy of protection. 



ashamed of and very llbtle to regret. Thoae 
wh,o heard the Duke of Cambridge express 
himself ao freely were evidently delighted. 
He waa enthusiuatically applauded while 
speaking, and hia epeeoh is commented upon 
in tho higheab termB by tho presB. Tho 
Duke haa aeb a good example to the order to 
whichhebolorgs. Though undor noobligalion 
to work and having very little to gain by 
working, beyond the gratification of knowing 
that he did his duty. He labored for tho 
public good through a long series of years, 
aaconatantly and aa energetically aa if hia 
living and his poaition in aociety depended 
upon the auccesaful performance of hiB du- 
tieB. Ifthejoung members of the aristo- 
cracy followed the example of tho Duko of 
Cambridge tho British nobility notwith- 
standing tho "spirit of tho ago" would retain 
its popularity for an indefinite period longer. 



THE IRON DUTIES. 

Thoro is nothing connected with tho tariff 
that the Liberals inveigh agalst so bitterly 
and so emphatically aB tho duties on iron. 
In their opinion thoso dutioe are tho /ery 
worst feature of a very bad tariff. Hut tho 
MoutroulStar, whichls by no moans ardently 
protectionist, looks upon tho iron duties in a 
very different light. It in fact fuvore them 
and it boldly gives ita roaaona for bolioving 
in them. It BayB : 

The iron dutiea, for instance, though un- 
doubtedly high, aro properly so ; and aro at 
the present time fulfilling grandly the mis- 
sion of all protoctlvo inipoata. Iron pro- 
duction furnishes tho vertibral column of 
the industrial life of the nation. Unless tho 
wholo purpose of the National Polioy waa a 
mistake, it must havo, soonor or later, boen 
rounded oub with protection for iron. The 
Canadian iron can bo bought at the furnaoea 
in Nova Scotia at the sumo price aa Scotch 
iron of tho same quality can bo boughb In 
Glasgow, ao that the tariff cannot bo aaid to 
have greatly enhanced the price, and yet it 
has had tho effeot of building up an induatry 
giving employment to thousands of Cana- 
dlana. Tho fiscal year ending June 30, 1891, 
there were 20,153 tona of pig iron produood 
in Canada ; for the year ending June 
30, 1894, the produetlon of pig iron in 
Canada was 02,522 tons, an increaBO of 
more than 200 per oont. in three years. 
For the fiaoal year ending June 30, 1891, 
tho home production supplied but 19.8 per 
oenb. of the consumptive requirement of the 
country, while during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1894, the home production waa 58 
per cent, of tho requirement. When it is 
ramombored that this growth took plaoe 
during a period of world wide commercial 
deprossion, it muat be regarded aa a remark- 
ably strong proof of the efficiency of a pro- 
tective tariff, If there had beon no tariff, 
inatead of tho iron being made in Canada 
and giving employment to Canadian work- 
men, It would have beon made in the United 
Status. It will be noted, of course, that 
though tho iron duties were ruiaed in 1887, 
it touk aome time for them to effect the 
building of furnaces and tho construction of 
works. 

The difforonco in tho coat of iron at the 
Canadian furnaces| and the price In tho 
Ontario market la the amount paid for 
freight on Canadian railways. It helpa to 
Bwell the recoiptB of the Intercolonial Rail- 
way, thuB , roducing Canadian taxation, and 
enabloB tho Grand Trunk and Canadian 
Pacific Railways to make a better showing 
than they would otherwise do, for if the 
iron ia brought from the United Statoa Am- 
erioan railways carry it to the boundary 
lino and the Canadian railways have only a 
ehorb haul. 

Then it is a mietako to attribute tho great 
falling off in iron freights on ocean vessels 
arriving at tho port of Montreal to the 
tariff. Tho roal cause ia the cheapening of 
iron production in tho Unltod Statoa. 
Canada's chief iron market ia in Ontario, 
and Amorican iron can now be laid down 
in Ontario cheaper than British iron, paying 
the Bame duby. If there wore no duty at 
all the position would bo exactly tho aamo. 
The Britiah iron could not compote with tho 
Amorican iron in Ontario. For aovoral 
years it has beon aimply a fight between 
Canadian and Amorican Iron. 



NOT A CONSERVATIVE PAPER. 

Tho Timoa will no doubt be pleased to 
learn that La Patrle publiahod a special re- 
port of Mr. Lauilor'a Chicoutimi apeeoh in 
ordor that Conservative journaU would not 
ba ablo successfully to misrepresent the ut- 
terances of the Liberal Leador. Thia ia how 
the report waa introduced by the editor of 
that paper : 

Seeing that tho Conaorvativo journala have 
published fantastic accounts of thediacourso 
pronounced, we give horo tho exaot text of 
tho doclaranun of the Hon. Mr. Laurior. 

So it was not an enemy who published 
throughout tho length and breadth of the 
Dominion thab Mr. Laurior thanked God 
that there waB not an Orangoman in tho 
ranks of tho Liberal party, but a warm and 
devoted friend. Tho oxacb text of tho do. 
duration ub given by La Patrio ia aa fol- 
lows : 

"I know that I Bhall bo called upon to 
fulfil thia engagement, because the govern- 
ment iteelf cannot settle tho question. How 
can you expoob that men who aro sworn to 
supprosa Catholic inlluenco will re-establish 
tho Catholio achoola, which aro the sourco 
of that influence? Thank God, there is nob 
an Orangoman among us, the Liberals. Tho 
day whon the people confido to mo the direc- 
tion of tho affaire of tho country, I shall 
have but to appeal to tho Christian senti- 
ments of my party to render justico to thoBe 
to whom justice Is due."

It la 
pleasant to aeo that tho venerable Comman- 
der-in-Chief took crlticiam as a matter of 
oourao. Ho moy and probably did rooognl/.o 
its utility, and ho ohoorfully admitted its 
inevitability. Ho Beoma to havo thought 
thut when the time came for him to roaign a 
member of tho Royal Family nhould bo ap- 
pointed in his placo. But aa thoso in whoao 
hands tho givitigof positions wub constitution- 
ally plu cod thought otherwise it wan not for him 
to complain.

A LOCAL C2EAMEP.Y. 

Meeting at ColqulU Hall to Consider the 
Establishment of a Butter Factory. 

The farmera of Lake district appear to bo 
determined to have a creamery of their own 
in the near future, and at a meeting in Col- 
quilz hall laBt evoning took preliminary 
stepB towards carrying out this objoot. It 
had been expocted that tho meeting wonld 
have been a representative one, but, us one 
of thoBO present remarked, Cedar Hill, 
Saanieh and other outlying districts woro 
nob represented. Those attending, how- 
ever, manifested a doep interest in tho mat- 
ter and seemed determined that lack of 
numbers should not be a very Berloua ob- 
stacle. The croamory project wub generally 
discussed and from an intelligent stand- 
point. J. D Chandler occupied tho chair, 
acting also as secretary. Several ladies were 
present, aB woll aa a fow business 
men of the city. Among tho questions diB 
cussed by tho meeting wero how, in the ab 
Banco of a creamery, are tho farmers to do 
velop^thoir farms or keep them in a fertile 
condition, or how are they to prosper in the 
dairying business': 

Mr. Crauso introduced a acheme for 
dairying, different to tho ono specially un 
dor diaousBlon and which had bson bafore 
the council for some time. He had, how- 
ever, ho Baid, rcoelved no reply to hia lottor, 
which proposed a systematic method of sup- 
plying tho city with milk. It was not, 
however, favorably entertained by tho meet- 
ing. 

Mr, R B. Oxley supplied Borne much ap- 
preciated information coucerniog tho Delta 
and othor creameries, and Baid that the one 
obstacle to tho success of tho establishment 
at tho Delta was the absence pf a piggery in 
connection with it for the profi table disposal 
of churned milk. A second drawbaok was 
that its present capacity ia not all utilized 

Mr. Stephens, tho youngest reBident of 
tho district present, clearly outlinul a basis 
on whioh tho creamery could bo operated to 
advantage, hia vlowa being finally endorsed. 

Messrs. Jonea, Troaedalo and A. B Er- 
sklne concurred to a great extent with Mr. 
Stephens. Mr. Erskine, in response to an 
invitation to apeak from a Viotoria mer- 
chant's standpoint, said relative to aomo 
complainta as to the poor sale and low 
prices for butter, that tho trouble with the 
home product waa that it had no uniformity 
of quality — a drawback which would be 
remedied by the oreamery. Ho could not 
aiy definitely what prices Lake district 
oreamery butter would realize, but Baid that 
so long as it compared with othor grades it 
would probably bring two centa per pound 
more. 

Towarda tho concluBion of the meeting 
Mr. Stephena moved " that thia meeting 
resolve that lb is desirable to start a cream- 
ery In thia community." The motion waa 
aeconded and adopted unanimously. 

The next bub.neaa waa the appointment of 
MesBra. St'-phonB, Chandler and Burgeaa aa 
a special committee to ascertain the number 
of gallops of milk and the aupport which a 
con in- 1 y would be likely to obtain. They 
«-ert- j report to a meeting to be called at 
their own option. 

A vote of thanks wbb paBiod to the chair- 
man, and tho meeting adjourned ahortly be- 
fore 11 o'clock. 



SHIPS AND_SHIPPLNG. 

The " Turpel " Returns From the Seallnc— 
Purchase of the ''Ariel," 

THE "turpel" returns. 
The sealing schooner Sadio Turpel, Capt. 
Anderson, roturned homo yesterday after a 
week's Btay at HeEquolt, which port she 
made in the faBt time of 21 daya from the 
Siberian aide. She did not go Into Behring 
sea ab all, and her oatch of 1270 skins wbb 
aecured in Japaneae waters and in the 
neighborhood of tho Copper islands or off 
tho Kumstchatka coaat. A large fleet of 
sealers operated in that neighborhood this 
seaton with varying Bucoesa ; tho coaata 
skirted were praotioally uninhabited, and 
on one occasion a landing was made and six 
bears killed that had boon feaBting on the 
body of a dead whale. Nono of the schoon- 
ers, so far as at proBont known, foil foul of 
any of the Russian cruiaors, though some of 
the huntera are said to have exchanged com- 
pliments with the couBt guards on more than 
one occasion.

ECCLESIASTICAL COURTESIES. 

Reception of a Delegation of the Synod of 
Canada by the Synod of tho 
United States. 

Minneapolis, OjI>. 3 — Tho Synod of the 
Episcopal church of tho United StateB in 
joint session waa in the midst of a discussion 
of rulea when the hour 8et for tho reception 
of tho Canadian bishops arrived. The Am 
erlcan bishops tirat filed un the broad aisle 
while the house arose. President Dlx in- 
vited Bishop Coxe to the chair, and then 
with due formality tho visiting bishops 
hooded by Moab Rev. R. Maehruy, Arch- 
bishop of Rupertsland, Metropolitan and 
Primate of Canado, were escorted 
to the chancel by a oommitteo. Tho 
other visitors woro Dr. Burns, the 
bishop of Qu'Appolle ; Very Rev. Dean 
Carmichtel, of Montreal ; Rev. J. Griadoln, 
dean of RuportBland ; Matthew Wilson, Q 
C.| and H. Brook, of Winnipeg. Thoy 
wero introauced aa tho first deputation of 
the united synod of tho Uhurofa o: Ejglnnd 
to the Church of America. The Arunbiahop 
of Rupertsland made on address outlining 
tho progress of thu church sinco he had cdiiio 
from England iu 1809 to tako charge of tho 
diocese. From one diocese and eighteen 
clergymen it had frown to eight diocesea and 
eighty clergymen in hla division alone. Ho 
deplored the divisions of the church and 
urged tho American ohuroh to heal tho 
Borea of dissension. Doan Carmiohoel 
brought the greetings of tho Provincial Sy- 
nod. Ho said there was no present deBiro 
in Canada to wipe out geographical Iiuee. 
The other visitors then spoko, expressing 
the good will of tho Northern ohuroh and 
tho desire for church unity, a sentiment re- 
echoed by Dr. Dix in his response. The j6mt 
session then arose. 




THE W. C. T. U. 



Progress and Plana as Outlined at the An- 
nual Meeting. 

The annuol public meeting of tho W.C.T. 
U. was held in tho Tempeionce hall on Wed- 
nesday evening. Mra. Gordon Grant, pre- 
aldontof tho Union, opened the mooting 
with a Bible reading followed by an oddross. 
She epoke of the help to tho 
Union the formation of tho Wo- 
men's Council had been. Their hearty 
cooperations in many costs made their un- 
dertakings aucceaaful. While gratified at 
tho success of the past year's work tho 
Union wero not satisfied, us all their plans 
hod not come to a successful issuo. Thoy 
hopod for scientific temperance to bo made 
part of the teaching of the public schools. 
The evil t ffeota of alcohol should, thoy 
thought, also be taught with the subject of 
physiology.

wine for uso in ohurchea. They alao ad- 
vocatod tho prohibition of the use of cigara 
and tho keeping of lato hours by children, 
besides many othor reforms.

It was very comprehensive, 
ond ahowod that a vast amount of energy 
had been Bpent and work aecorr-pliahed by 
the different departments of the Union, 
which were dealt with aoparately. Tho 
report of the secretary Mrs. Wm. Grant, waa 
next presented and ehowed that the Union 
iB out of debt. 

A boautiful vocal duot by Rev. Mr. Trot- 
ter and Mr. Watson entitled "Canada 
3hall Be Free," waa here sung and greatly 
enjoyed, 

Right Rev. Bishop Perrin nexb addrosaod 
the meeting. Following this tddresa Mrs, 
Clyde and Mtb. Watson gave a duet, which 
won much admiration. Rev. Mr. Trotter 
next gavo an address. The benediotion was 
next pronounced and the meeting concluded.
